ESTER DAV, my dear brethren, the Lord was 
baptiſed in water ; to-day the ſervant is baptiſed 
in blood. Yeſterday the gates of heaven were opened at 
the baptiſm of Jeſus Chriſt ; to-day the gates of hell 
are ſhut at the martyrdom of Lucian. 
not ſurpriſed to hear me call martyrdom a baptiſm. 


It is one in reality, ſince the Holy Ghoſt beſtows his 
gifts abundantly therein, ſins are remitted, and the 


foul is purified in a moſt extraordinary and wonderful 
manner. And do you not ſee, that even as water 


waſhes and cleanſes thoſe that receive baptiſm, fo 


blood waſhes and puriſies thoſe who endure- martyr» 
dom. And this is what happened to the Saint whoſe 
feſtival we celebrate this da. But befare I ſpeak of 
his glorious end, I muſt ſhew you the artifices which

at ſpirit of darkneſs perceiving that the only 
laught at the different torments which, 19 made 
him ſuffer, and that his conſtancy could | 
mounted either by the fire of a flaming furnace by

the horror of an infeted nn, by the ſight of a wheel 
e 'F Ml 2 
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armed with razors, or when he hed been pot upon the 


rack, when he bad been rolled in a deep diich, or 
when he was torn by the teeth of wild beaſts ; ſecing, 
I ſay, that he was firm ag inſt all theſe attacks, he 
ſought ſome puniſhmept, which might. be altogether 


both long and painful. For he knew that torments 


which are too violent quickly deſtroy life, and cauſe 


them to languiſh bur little; and that on the controry, 


thoſe that continue a long time accuſtom the body 
in ſome ſort to pain, and render it leſs ſevere, and not 
ſo ſharp. He ſtudied therefore ro invent one, in 
which the length and ſharpneſs of it might be found 


together, that the ſoul of the martyr, being ſhaken by 


the violence of the torment, might be compleatly caſt 
down by its long duration, and might loſe all the me- 
WW oor» 

Behold then his. c-ntrivance., He expoſed the 
Holy prieſt to all the rigour, and to a!l the horrible 
conſequences of hunger. And is that, you' will aſk 
me, ſo dreadful a puniſhment? Aſk thoſe who have 
tried it, and they will tell you, that of all kinds of 
death it is the moſt horribl-, They therefore leit the 
Saint a long time without bringing him any thing to 
eat, and when they ſaw he did not relax in ſo grezt an 
extremity, they ſet before him meats which had b-en 
offered to idols. They doubted not in the leaſt but 
that the extreme neceſſity he was in, and the facility 
with which he could remedy it, would prevail at 
length over all his reſolutions. It is certain that the 
actual preſence of objects has a very different force 
upon our m'nds, than the bare image which we form 
of them. How charming ſo ever the imagination may 
paint a beautiful woman, the heart eaſily defends itſelf 
againſt that idea; but if ſlie happen to ſhew herſelf, 


and ſhews herſelf continually, the heart then finds it 
difficult to defend itſelf. The holy martyr however 


eſcaped 
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(ſcaped vict ;rioufly from ſo preſſing a dne and 
what the devit thought was a proper mrans to caſt him 
down, was the very thing which rouſed his courage, 
and facilitated to him the victory: for the ſigbt of 
thaſe victuals ſo far from aledting him, that on the 
contrary, it gave him a ſtronger avertion io them; he 
hated fil ehe more b. th the idols and idolatry.

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OR as + the 8 ſi ght of an enemy maintains 
and fortifies in us the hatred we bear him; even 
ſo the more Lucian c-ſt his eyes upon thoſe impure 
and ſaerilegious offerings, ſo much the more he felt 
increaſe in him the diſguſt and borror which he had 
for them. Hunger in vain ſolicited him, urged him, 
to rcach his hand to thoſe forbidden meſſes, he ſtopped 
his ears againſt that importunate voice, he ſilenced it; 
and hearkening only to the voice of God, which for 
bad him to touch them, he forgot his weakneſs, and 


telt his — no lopger. That * table, and 


that

that excrable bread which he perceived upon it, ſerved 


ooly to inflame him the more with the deſire of being 
ſcated at the table of Jeſus Chriſt, and of beiog capa» 
ble of eating that heavenly bread with which the 
Holy Ghoſt nourifhes the fathful; and this ſupported 
him in ſuch a manner, that he proteſted he was ready 
to endure. all the torments imaginable, rather than 
take a ſingle morſet from that table of devils. He 


| allo called to mind the conduct of the three young 


Hebrews, who in a weak age, being captives in a 
foreign land, without ſupport, and in the midit of a 
barbarous nation, they exercifed ſo holy and fo ſub- 

lime a philoſophy, that their fidelity ro the obſervation 
of their law renders them ſtill at tais time the admira- 
tion of all the earth. Fheſe divers reflections whieli 
our holy pried made, confirmed him more and more 
in his reſolution of continuing faithful to God. He 
laughed at the impotent malice of the devil, he deſ- 
＋ his artifices, and diſconcerted all his machines 
y an indefatigable patience. That declared enemy 


of mankind ſeeing therefore that he made no advance 
by all theſe contrivances, and that he could not affect the 


Saint in any manner, he brought him back a ſecond 


time to the tribunal of the judges ; he endeayoured to 


fatigue him by divers interrogatories, which he made 
him undergo, and to make him fall under the rigour 
of the torments which always followed each interro- 
gatory, But the martyr gave no other anſwer to all 
the queſtions which were put to bim, than this: I am 
a chriſtian, What country are you of, they aſked 
him? Iam a chriſtian, anſwered he. What is your 


profeſſion? I am a chriſtian, What is your family, 


what are your parents? I am a chriſtian, Theſe 


were the only arms he made uſe of to defend himſelf 
againſt the devil, to attack him in his turn, and to 


overcome him. Altho' he Joined the foreign ſciences

to the eloquence of his-country, yet he did not think 

it proper to make uſe of them on this occaſion, know- 
ing full well that in a like combat it is not eloquence 
which obtains the victory, but faith; and that 
the ſureſt means to overcome, is not the know- 
ledge of ſpeaking well, but the knowledge of 
loving well Thus he ſaid, that this ſingle word, 

chriſtian, was ſufficient to put all hell to flight. 
Some, perhaps, may think that this anſwer 
of the martyr to all the quetions which were 
aſked him was unſuitable ; on the contrary, I am of 
opinion, that if they examine it, they will find, that 
he could not anſwer: with more wiſdom, nor more 
juſtly. -- For in a word, he who ſays: Tam a chriſtian, 
ſays his'country, his family, his anceſtors, his employ, 

and all that he is. How ſo ? I am going to explain 
it. A chriſtian is properly of no country, he has no 
country of his own upon earth; but he 3s a citizen of 
the: Jeruſalem above. It is that, as St. Paul ſays, 

which is our mother, (Gal. iv. 26.) The life of a 
chriſtian ought not to be ſpent in the exerciſe of an 
employmem, which only concerns the earth: for as 
the ſame apoſtle ſays : all our converſation ought to be 
in heaven. (Philip. ili. 20.) The chriſtian has no 
other parents, no other relations, no other allies, than 
rhe Saints and citizens of that Jeruſalem above, as 
the fame apoſtle ſays again : you are with the Sainte, 

citizens of the ſame city, and domeſtics of the ſame 
houſe -of God. (Ephe/. ii. 19.) Lucian therefore 
anſwered juſtly all the interrogations which were made 
to him, by theſe words: I am a chriſtian, Indeed 
they included an anſwer to all that could be aſced him, 
who he was, what country he was of, who where his 
anceſtorz, and what profeſſion he followed. In fine 


this word was laſk which he pronouced, and it was

JN former times, my brethren, tears made a part of 
the funeral honours which were paid to the Saints. 
Joſeph watered the corpſe of his father Jacob with 

is; the Jews wept. many days for the death 
of Moſes; and all Iſrael. bonopred the tomb of the

very much altered; and finde the death of Jeſus 
Chriſt we no longer ſee tears flow at the obſequies of 
the Saints; now joy breaks forth there amidſt the 
ſongs of gladneſs, and the faithful coming thither in 
crowds, form about their ſacred monuments divers 
choirs of mufic and dancing. Death indeed 1s only a 
| ſleep for the juſt, or rather a paſſage to a better life. 

And why ſhould we teſtify our grief at the death of the' 
martyrs, ſince the martyrs themſelves expreſs only 
their joy when they are put to death. Tlie expecta- 
tion of an approaching infinite happineſs blunts every 
point of their pain. Is it to be imagined that a martyr 
ilands to conſider the torments, he who ſees nothing 
but crowns ? He regards the prizes which he is going 
to receive, and not the wounds which are given to him. 
He does not perceive the executioners who are drawing 
his blood from every vein, he thinks only on a conipa- 
ny of angels, whom he imagines he hears about him 
applauding his victory, He ſcarce feels the different 
torments which they -make him endure, at leaſt he 
deſpiſes them on account of their ſhort duration; but 
he is entirely occupied with the greatneſs and the eter». 
nity of the recompences which are promiſed him. The 
earth then joins wirh heaven, and men mix themſelves 
amongſt the bleſſed Spirits, to ſing the praiſes of the 

martyr. | 5 

This is what happens within our view to-day in the 
perſon of the illuſtrious martyr Barlaam. At the firft 
ſound of the trumpet, crowds of the faithful from 
every fide run to enroll themſelves in the ſervice of 
God, and cf his ſervant, The valour of an athlet of 
Jeſus Chriſt is publiſhed, and in an inſtant the church 
becomes an amphitheatre, which is filled with an -in- 
credible number of ſpectators. He that believes in me 
ſhall live, although he be dead, fays the Lord. (John 
xi. 25.) Barlaam is dead, and yet he preſides in our 

| 8 aſſemblies, 
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aſſemblies. His tomb retains no more of him than + 
few aſhes, and that few aſhes becomes the object of a 
public feſtival. To- day it is, my brethren, that you 
may cry out: What is become of the wiſe? What is 
become of the doctors of the law ? Where arc thoſe 
who ſeek after the ſciences of this world with ſo much. 
curioſity? A groſs man, a poor villager, ſets us an 
admirable example of religion and piety. A tyrant 
ſeizes upon that innocent prey, without any difficulty; 
he ſuffers himſelf to be taken, and does not defend 
himſelf ;- but after the tyrant was become the maſter of 
him, he ſaw. that peaceable dove changed into a ſtrong 
and valiant hawk. He made a jeſt of the ruliic lan- 
guage of that countryman, he diverted himſelf with 

it, he rallied it; but he beheld him combat with an 
heroic courage, that terrified him. His foul is inſen- 
fible to the lowneſs of his origin, and to the barba- 
rouſneſs of his expreſſions; and his reaſon firm and 
upright does not ſtagger as his diſcourſe. He may ſay 
with St. Paul: If I ſpeak ill, I think well; and if my 
language has not much politeneſs, my ſcience is of

HE executioners have already yielded with 
beating him ſo much. and the martyr is only the 
more cool. The arms of thoſe who tear fall with 
Weaknets, and he who is torn is become much ſtronger. 
The noiſe of the whips is ſearce heard any longer; 
the nerves of which they are made are relaxed, and the 
fait of tite martyr is the more vigorous, His flanks 
exhauſted of blood feem quite withered, and his ſoul 


is more flouriſhing than ever. A part of his fleſh is 
already dead, and he is more lively than in the begin- 


_ of the combat. This is the effect which the love 
of God produces in a ſoul, when it is entirely prepoſ- 
ſed witty it. Then the moſt frightful e 5260 
ſeem to it invented only to divert it; and the more it 


ſuffers for him whom it loves, the more pleaſure it 


finds in ſuffering. Aſk the apoſtles, what they thought 
of the ſiripes with the whip which the Jews cauſed to 


be given them? Were they nor infinitely agreeable to 


them? They departed from the Council-rejoiting be- 
cauſe they had been judged worthy to ſuffer re- 
proach for the name of Jeſus Chriſt. | 
It was with theſe ſentiments that our villager receiy- 
ed the ſtiĩpes of the whip, which the cruelty of a ty-_ 
rant multiplied to infinity. He imagined that this hail: 
of ſtrokes was a rain of roſes, which at obliging hand 
ſhowered down upon him. The fury of that judge ſeem- 


ed to him at moſt but a light ſmoke which is diſſipated 


immediately. The menacing meins of the executioners 
made him laugh; and all that ſne of torments which 


always ſurrounds the tyrants, appeared to him a par- 


terre decked with all forts of flowers. He regarded 
the wounds with which he was covered as badges of 
honour; he received them with a joy as eager as if 
they had been prizes. The naked ſwords, the 
hatchets, the hangers, all thoſe inſtruments which he 
ſaw tinctured with the blood of the martyrs cauſed him 
0 no

no fear: he complained that the hands of executioners 
were as weak as if they had been wax. He embraced 
the rack with all his heart. When he was taken to 
priſon, he thought they had brought him into a deli · 
cious meadow. In a word his hand reſiſted all the vio- 
lence of the fire, and his invincible patience rendered 
ineffectual the laſt machine which his enemies had em 
ployed againſt him. For having led him before an al- 
tar, where a fire was kindled for a ſacrifice, they took 
his hand, they filled it with incenſe quite burning, and 
holding it immediately over the fire, they hoped that 
being unable to endure the heat of it, he would preci- 
pitately withdraw his hand, and would let the incenſe 
fall upon the altar. Oh, what variety of arnifices the 
wicked have! How many ſprings do they ſet to play 
m order to obtain their ends! Since we have not been 
able, ſay they, to induce this man to do what we re- 
quired, although his whole body be no more than one 
wound, let us try what effect the fire will have towards 


rendering him more tractable : he has diſmounted all 


our machines, let us ſee if his hand will be proof 
againſt the flames.

ISERABLE men, your hope ſhall be vain. 
1 True it is the fire will not ſpare his hand, it 
will act upon it with ts uſual violence, but his hand 
will bear it as the aſhes bear it, and will preſeve it as 
the aſhes preſerve it. Our intrepid ſoldier does not 
turn his back upon his enemy, he faces him, he fights. 
him in front, and to animate himſelf, he fings theſe 
words of the prophet ; Bleſſed be the Lord, who pre- 
pares my arm for war, and forms my hand for the 
combat. (F/. 143.) The hand of Barlaam and the 
fire were then the combatants, but the fire had all the 
diſadvantage. Behold a new manner of conquering. 
The fire pierces the hand of the martyr, and penetrates 
it; and the hand continues ſtretched out, and does 
not abandon the field of battle. O hand more obſti- 
nate than the ſire! O hand which the keeneſt fire can- 
nat oblige to yield! O thou, which of all. the elements 
art the leaſt enduring ; thou which never findeſt reſiſt- 
ance, how is that thou yieldeſt to the hand of a man? 
Thou makeſt iron loſe its hardneſs; braſs cannot 
withſtand thy activity; the ſtones being calcined, are 
reduced into duſt by thy heat ; and the hand of a 
martyr in the midit of the flames deſpiſes thee ; thou 
which art the conqueror of iron, braſs, and marble !- 
Without doubt he cried out then with David : thou 
haſt taken me by the hand, thou haſt conducted me 
according to thy will, and aſterwards thou haſt made 
me enter into thy glory. (F/. 72.) To whom ſhall I 
compare thee, O ſoldier of Jeſus Chriſt ? Shall I call 
thee a ſtatue of bronze?

For in a word, if we honor the 
memory of the Saints, if we make their elogy on their 
feſtivals, we labour leſs for their glory than for our own 
utility, They ſtand in no need of our praiſes, and we 
have great need of their example ; their virtues ſerve 
us for a model, and the hiſtory of their lives teaches us 
how we ought to regulate ours. For even as the fire 
naturally produces light, and as an exquiſite perfume 
ſpreads its ſcent every where, ſo the only recital of the 
actions of the Saints produces theſe two effects in our 
minds, it enlightens them, and rejoices them.

This very bleſſed martyr was of Ceſarea in Capa- 
docia, and we have the happineſs to be of the ſame 
country. It ought therefore to be no wonder, if we 
have a moſt particular eſteem and affection for. him: 
we even iegard him as the greateſt ornament of our 
city. For as the goodneſs of the fruit is attributed to 
the foil upon which it grows, ſo Gordius having re- 


| ceived his birth within theſe walls, and being raiſed 


fince to the higheſt point of elevation to which a man 
can attain, he makes the ſplendor with which he ſhines 
in heaven reflect upon his country; and for the nou- 
riſnment which it afforded him, he repays it now with 
an incomparable glory. There are fruits brought to 
us from abroad which are good ; they are agreeable to 
eat, they refreſh, they nouriſh ; but thoſe which we 
have ſeen growing in our own gardens, which we have 
cultivated with our own hands, ſeem to us of quite ano -· 
ther taſte ; we find them infinitely better. Becauſe, be- 
ſides the degree of goodneſs which they may have a- 
bore the others, they have alſo in their favour the ad- 
vantage of their birth; we have reared them ourſelves, 


they have grown in our own ground, under our eyes, 


amongſt us. Gordius took to the ſword, and entering 
into the ſervice, he held conſiderable employments 
therein; he even commanded a company of a hun- 
dred men of arms. His valour ſupported by an un- 
common ſtrength of body, acquir him a great re ·

The priſons were filled, 
and the houſes of perſons of quality were abandoned, 
The foreſts and deſerts were peopled with thoſe whom 
the perſecution drew out of the city ; in this manner 
the crime of adoring Jeſus Chriſt was puniſhed. The 
ſon delivered up his father, the father accuſed his ſon ; 
the brother became the delator of his brother, the in- 
ſolent ſlave dragged his maſter before thejudges. The 
devil had poured ſuch thick darkneſs into their hearts, 
that they no longer knew one another. The churches 
were profaned and ſtripped of their ornaments ; the 
altars werethrown down, oblations were made no more ; 
incenſe and perfumes were no longer ſeen to ſmoke be- 
fore the Lord; the divine ſacrifice could not be offered; 
a deep ſorrow had ſeized the ſouls of the faithful, and 
they kept a filence which was very fatal. The prieſts 
had taken flight, all the clergy were in fear; every 
one was threatened - with an approaching death, and 
the church ſeemed to be menaced with a general de- 
folation. Hell alone rejoiced, the devils leaped far 
gladneſs. The ſmell of the abominable facrifices in- 
fected the air, and the pavement of the temples and the

Our Centurion ſaw all theſe diſorders, and groaned 
at them; but he was not content with groaning, be- 
cauſe foreſeeing that he ſhould very ſoon be obliged + 
to declare himſelf, he quitted the ſervice, and volun- 
tarily baniſhed himſelf from Ceſarea. Renouncing 
therefore charges, dignities, his whole fortune, all that

ardour, and deſire moſt eagerly; he ſunk into a deſert, 
and hid himſelf in places unknown to men chuſing rather 
to live amongſt wild beaſts, than with idolators. In 
doing this he followed the example of the prophet 
Elias, who ſeeing idolatry eſtabliſhed daily in the 
kingdom of Iſrael, under the protection and by the 
care of the impious Sidonian- Jeſabel, fled far from the 
court and from the world, and found, on mount Horeb, 
an afylum againſt impiety and injuſtice, Then retired 
in the bottom of a cave, he ſought God, and God per— 
mitted himſelf to be found by his prophet. Elias 
ſaw God, as much as a mortal man can ſee him here 
below. Thus it was that Gordius withdrawing him- | 
ſelf from the tumult of cities, from the clamours of | 
the bar, from the ambition of the great, from the 
pomp environing tribunals; flying the world, and |

meditation of the divine oracles. When he thought 
Himſelf well prepared, he obſerved the day when all the 
City was run to the Circus to ſee a chariot race.

A great number even of thoſe 
laſt were there ; of thoſe looſe chriſtians, whoſe hves 
are not conformable to the maxims of the goſpel ; they 
were ſeen fitting in that aſſembly of the impious, at- 
tentive to the ſpectacle, extolling the ſwiftneſs of the 
horſes, and the addreſs of the drivers. All labour had 
ceaſed ; the ſlaves freed from their common works came 
thither in crouds; even the young children quitted 
their books, and left the ſchool! to run to the Circus; 

ladies of quality were mixed there with the meaneſt 


women; all was full, and that innumerable multitude 
of ſpectators, entirely occupied with that combat f 


chariots, kept a ſilence which was only interrupted 
with applauding the victorious. It was in the very 
height of the courſes, and of the attention of the aſſiſt- 
ants, that our hero ſuddenly made his appearance, in 
deſcending the hill againſt which the theatre was ſup- 
ported. 'He was not rerained by the fear of the people, 
he did not deliberate a moment, if he ſhould throw him- 
ſelf into the hands of ſo many enemies; but animated 
with an extraordinary courage, and paſſing before the 
whole aſſembly, as if he had coaſted a chain of rocks, 


or a row of trees, he ſtopped in the midſt of the liſt, 


verifying in his perſon theſe words of the wiſe man: 


the good man is as bold as a lion. (Prov, xxviii. 1.) What 


ſhall I fay to you at length? He felt ſo great an aſ- 
ſurance and intrepidity, that mounting upon the higheſt 
ſeat of the theatre, he raiſed his voice - with all his 
lirength, (there are ſtil] ſome left that were then pre- 


ſent) and diſtinctly pronounced theſe words of Iſaiah 


cited by St. Paul: (Rom. x. 20) I have been found 
by thoſe that did not ſeek me, and I have ſhewn my- 
ſelf to thoſe who had no concern about knowing me. 
He meant to ſhew by thoſe words, that he came this 
ther of his own accord, and offered himſelf to tht com- 
bat willingly, without being forced to it by any body ; 
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according to the example of our Saviour, who might 
have efcaped, by favour of the night, from the ſearch 
of his enemies, who knew him not, but remitted him- 
ſelf voluntarily into their hands, The voicefof Gor- 
dius immediately drew upon him the eyes of all the 
ſpectators, and his extraordinary figure fixed them 
upon him. It had ſomething frightful: the long ſo- 
journ he had made in the deſert had rendered him like 
a ſavage; his hair ſtanding up and all in diſorder, his 
beard long and ill combed, his garment torn, his body 
dry and blackened by the ſun, a knotty and rough 


ſtaff in his hand: and yet through all this ſomething 
very agreeable ſeemed to ſhine in him, which reſulted 


from that grace with which his ſoul was filled. When 
He was known, a cry aroſe from the whole theatre, 
On one fide the chriſtians expreſſed their joy, ſeeing 


their fellow ſoldier ſhew ſo much valour ; and on the 
other, the pagans demanded his death of the magiſtrate 


who preſided over the games, All was full of confu- 


fufion; they no longer regarded the races; all their 


attention was upon Gordius ; he alone occupied the 
whole theatre. The drivers urged their horſes in vain, 


they no longer excited the curiofity of the ſpectators : | 


the noiſe was ſo great, that the rattling of the chariots 
was not heard, the winds of autumn repreſent, but 


imperfectly, the horrible noiſe which all thoſe dif- 
ferent clamours produced, Ina word, after a herald | 
had cauſed filence to be made, the trumpets ceaſed, 


the flutes and hautbois were filent, the other inftru- 
ments — — no more; the noiſe being appeaſed, 
ne ſpoke, and was heard. .

Let 
the priſon be prepared, let croſſes be erected, let the 
wild beaſts be brought out, it is too little for ſuch an 
execrable man to die but once. So I confeſs, ſaid Gor- 
dius, and I ſhould bea loſer therein ; I ſhall think 
they do me an injury, if they do not make me ſuffer 
all manner of torments for . Jeſus Chriſt, and if they 
do not often repeat them upon me. Alas! that they 
cannot alſo put me to death more than once. The 
Governor was naturally inclined to cruelty ; but what 
{till augmented that inclination in him, was the ne- 
cefſity he thought he was in, to give an example of 
ſeverity in the perſon of an officer who had made a 
figure in the empire. Befides that greatneſs of ſoul 
which Gordius manifeſted, ſeemed ſo very reſplend- 
ent only to cover him with a greater confuſion : he 


confidered it as an inſult done to him; perhaps it alſo - 


gave him a ſecret jealouſy, Whatever it was, the 
more firmneſs he obſerved in Gordius, the more he 
felt his fury increaſe, and the more he augmented his 
torments. The martyr on his part, calm, and full of 


S : holy confidence, ſang this verſe of the Pfalmiſt : the 
Lord is my ſupport, I will not fear what man can do 


tome; or this : I will not fear evils, becauſe thou art 
with me. (Pf, cxvii, 6. xxii. 4.) Or ſome other of 
the ſame prophet : for he was well verſed i the Scrip- 
tures, He afterwards complained of their leaving him 
fo long in expectation of thoſe pains which they had 
promiſed him. What retains you, faid he, whence 
comes it that you continue idle? You ought already 

to have torn me into a thoufand pieces, to have le 


none of my members without having made it ſuffer its 


particular torment ; do 1 1 my happineſs which

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is to be the recompence of it? The more you ſhall 
make me ſuffer, and the greater will that recompence 
be. It is an agreement made betwixt God and his 
martyrs; each blemiſh which ſhall appear upon our 
bodies, ſhall in the day of the reſurrection be changed 
into a ray of light: for reproaches, we ſhall receive 
palms : and the ſojourn we have made in priſons, will 
obtain, for us the ſojourn of paradiſe. Yes, becauſe 
you inflict upon us the puniſhments due to criminals, 
we ſhall enjoy the happineſs. deſtined to the angels. 
Your menaces are to me the ſeed. of immortality, and 
they will produce to me an eternal felicity. . The go- 
vernor perceiving that he made no advance by this 


way, and that the ſervant of God would only be the 


more. inflexible by it: he then imagined he might 
more eaſily obtain his ends by mildneſs and flatteries. 


If a courageous man is to be overcome, it is only by 


flattering him; this is his foible ; none but timid ſouls 
yield to threats. 'The governor therefore on a ſudden 


changed his language; he made him the moſt mag- | 
nificent promiſes in the world. a part of which he 
would inſtantly accompliſh ; and he engaged his word 
that he would obtain the reſt of the emperor in a few } 
days, one of the firſt commands in the army, great 
Tiches ; in a word, he affirmed that he had but to alk, | 
and all his petitions. ſhould, be granted. Gordius as 
little moved with his promiſes, as he had been with his 
threats, burſt into a loud laughter at the folly of the | 
governor, who imagined that ſomething upon earth | 
could indemnify him.

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7 HEN the ſpectators of the races had heard of 
of it, they ran to the tribunal. And the news 

of it ſoon reaching the city, thoſe that were left in it, 
willing to have a ſhare in that bloody fpectacle which 
was preparing; and which was to rejoice the angels, 
and to throw the devils into deſpair, departed from the 
eity. in multitudes, and came to the ſame place. Ce- 
larea in a moment became a deſert ; the people ſpread 
about the tribunal, as a river ſwelled with the rains 
Tpreads over its banks into the neighbouring fields. 
The -houſes remained empty, the artiſans left their 
ſhops, and the merchants their warehouſes ; goods 


were expaſed in the markets, and no body was there to 


ſell or buy them, nor even to take care of them, * 
e = being 
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being ſo much the more ſecurity in the city, as no man 
was left in it, that could take advantage from the ab- 
ſence of the citizens. In a word, what had never 
happened, young girls yielding to the defire of ſeeing, 
ex poſed themſelves to the eyes of men with great aſ- 
ſurance: and what ſhewed a kind of fury in thoſe peo- 
ple, was, that the fick and the old men, forgetting, 
their weakneſs and their age, dragged Chas as 


well as they could from the city to ſatisfy their curi- 


oſity. Whilſt this dreadful multitude with emulation 
filled the place which was to be watered with the blood 
of Gordius, the friends and relations of the Saint ſur- 
rounded him ; they embraced him, they watered him 
with their tears ; they conjured him in terms the. moſt 


urgent, not to be loſt; they repreſented to him the 


ſhameful puniſhment which was to take him from the 
world in the flower of his age, and to deprive him for 
ever of the moſt ſweet and comfortable ſight of light. 
Some who clearly ſaw. how difficult it, would be to 
make him change his opinion entirely, and . who 
thought perhaps that it was permitted to feign, even in 
matters of religion, to ſave life, endeavoured to per- 
ſuade him, by reaſons veſted with falſe colours, though 
apparent, that he might renounce Jeſus Chriſt out- 
wardly with the lips, and always acknowledge him in 
the heart and ſecretly; that God had leſs regard to 
the words than to the will; and that after all, this 
was the only means to appeaſe the governor without 


offending God. Even as a rock reſiſts all the efforts 


which the waves make againſt it, ſo the Saint conti - 
nued firm and immoveable againſt all that could be al- 
ledged to him; and as the edifice built by the pru- 
dent man upon a rock cannot be thrown down. by the 


| violence of the winds, by the continual fall of the wa- 


ters, nor by the impetuous courſe of the torrent ; ſo 
neither the prayers, the tears, nor the motives, which 
| | ſeemed 
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ſeemed to be the moſt engaging, could ſhake in the 
leaſt the conſtancy of the faithful Gordius. On the 
contrary, having obſerved with a wonderful penetra- 
tion of mind, that the devil uſed great intrigue in this 
affair; that he went on all fides ſupplying his relations 
with. words, producing tears in their eyes, and em- 
ploying all the artifice he could to render them perſua- 
five; the holy martyr, I ſay, comprehended that he 
himſelf might draw a great advantage from thoſe very 
tears to perſuade his relations. Therefore, he imme 
diately ſpoke theſe words to them, which the Son of 
God faid at his death: Weep not for me, but weep 
for yourſelves. - Then he added: Weep for the ene- 
mies of God, weep for thoſe bloody men who put all 
their glory in ſhedding the blood of chriſtians, who 
kindle fires in all places to burn them ; but blind as 
they-are, they ſce not that they at the ſame time light 
a fire, into which the wrath of God will throw them, 
to be tormented to all eternity. But no, anſwered he 
in a moment after, weep no more, and ceaſe to afflict 
me; for I am ready to die for my God, not once, but 
a thouſand: times, if that could be. Addrefling his diſ- 
courſe particularly to thoſe who counſelled him to re- 
nounce Jeſus Chriſt, he ſaid: I received this tongue 
from the goodneſs of my God, how could I employ it 
in denying him? We believe with the heart to be juſ- 
tifted; it is true; but we confeſs with the mouth to be 
faved. What, do they think there is no ſalvation for 
thoſe who have borne arms? 1s a devout officer a pro- 
digy ? And have they never ſeen a centurion ſerve 
God? Was not one ſeen at the death of our Saviour 
at the foot of the croſs, who no longer doubting but 
that he who was fixed upon the croſs was God, after 
ſo many miracles to which he himſelf was witneſs, he 
feared not to confeſs the divinity of Jeſus Chriſt, in 
the preſence of the Jews, ſtill quite furious, and N 
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ed with his adorable blood. The ſoldier of Jeſus Mb 


Chriſt having ſpoken thus, made the ſign of the croſs 


upon himſelf, and with a gay countenance, without 


changing colour, without ſhewing the leaſt apprehen- 
fion, he marched to death with a ſteady ſtep. It might 
have been ſaid, in ſeeing that joy ſhine in his eyes, 
that he was going to throw himſelf into the arms of the 
angels, and it was into the hands of the executianers, 
It is true that thoſe bleſſed ſpirits came when he was 
expired to take him, and carried him into heaven, as 


they had formerly carried Lazarus thither. Moreover 
there was ſo great a noiſe and tumult of the people, 


that, as if it had thundered, the like was never heard. 


This then was the conflict of that excellent martyr, to 


which ſpectacle this day was witneſs, which no doubt 
was ſuch, that neither tk of time, nor tedious long 
cuſtom, can ever abohſh ; nor can any thing elſe, tho? 
great, ſurpaſs it. For as the longer we behold the 
ſun, the more we admire 1t, nor does it grow vile by 


continuance ; even ſo the memory of this moſt holy 


man, the longer we retain it, the treſher it flouriſſies in 
our mind. For the memory of the juſt ſhall be eternal, 
on earth only as long as it remains, but in heaven with 


the juſt and moſt bigh judge our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, to 


whom be glory, honour, and empire for eternal ages.

THAT holy woman. had been obliged to maintain a ' 


law. ſuit againſt one of the firſt men in Ceſarea, 


He was one of thoſe men who employ both violence 


and fraud to enrich themſelves, having always much 


avidity for the goods of others, which they regard as a 
ſecure prey. This man by frequent paring ſome in- 
heritance from his neighbours, was become a great 
lord, and poſſeſſed many fine eſtates. - But he was not 
content with taking from Julitta ſome parcel of a vine- 
yard, or ſome acre of meadow ; he had ſuddenly in- 


vaded her farms, her cattle, her ſlaves; and after 


having alſo ſeized upon her moveables, which were 
very rich, and having ſtripped her of every thing, he 
had the effrontery to have her ſummonſed- the firſt, 


and to prevent the complaint which ſhe was juſt going 


to make againſt him. But he had firit ſecured for him 


ſelf many. falſe witneſſes, and an informer was to act 


againſt her. He had alſo taken his precautions with 


the judges, whoſe voices he had purchaſed. by a vile 
and ſhameful corruption ; and it was particularly by 


this means that he had ſupported his unjuſt preten- 
ſions. The day on which the cauſe was to commence, . 
an uſher, according to cuſtom, cited both parties; 
and the advocates ready to plead took their places at 


the bar. The advocate for Julitta ſpoke firſt ; he re- 
preſented to the judges the horrible vexation which his

client had ſuffered from the citizen}; he greatly enlarg- 
ed upon the unjuſt violencee with which he had made 
himſelf maſter of all the goods of that lady: and de. 
ploring, in a very pathetic manner, the grievous con- 
dition of the neighbours of that uſurper, whoſe inſa- 
tiable avarice ſwallowed all that was convenient for 
him, he was göing to produce the titles, by virtue of 
which his client poſſeſſed thoſe inheritances, and to 
ſhew that a long and peaceable . enjoyment rende red 
her right inconteſiable, when that man advancing in- 
to the midit of the audience, maintained that by the 
new ordinance Julitta could not be received in juſtice 
to act againſt him; that according to this law, every 
perſon who was of another religion than'that of the em- 


Chrift, was then deprived of the right of calling a citi- 


oppoſition ; it ſeemed to him juſt, and according to 
law. He therefore ordered incenſe and fire to be 
brought; then turning to the parties, he ſaid to them: 
Jo enjoy the benefit of the law, you muſt prove that 
you are vot of the religion of Chriſt. Now if any one 
will obſtinately continue in a religion proſeribed by 
the edicts of the emperors, we declare to him, that 
from hence he is fallen from all the rights, preroga- 
tives, and privileges annexed to the quality of a citi- 
zen of this city, and of a ſubject of the emperor, and 
even from this quality, as being noted with infamy ac- 
cording to this new ordinance. What ſhall Julitta 
do? Shall ſhe ſuffer herſelf to be ſeduced by the detire 
of returning into the poſſeſſion of her goods? Or ſhall 
ſhe neglect to uſe the. means offered her to gain her ſuit *

body, reſpected by the flames, was remitted entire, 
and without any hurt from the fire, into the hands of 
her relations, who placed it honourably in the porch 
of this temple. Moreover theſe facred relics in ſanc- 
tifying the place where they were depoſited, ſanctity 
thofe alſo who are led thither by the deſire of honour- 
ing them. But the earth which received that preci- 
cus depoſite, as it were by an act of acknowledgment, 
produced from its boſom a fountain of excellent water, 
Or rather let us ſay, that it is the Saint herſelf, who 
as a nurſe full of tenderneſs for the inhabitants of this 
city, whom ſhe regards as her dear nurflings, furniſhes | 
them with a milk, whoſe agreeable and ſalutary ſource | 
is never exhauſted. This water is a preſervative for 
thoſe who enjoy a perfect health ; a delicious drink for 
ſober perſons ; and a remedy for the ſick, Such was 
the preſent which Eliſheus formerly made to his dear 
Citizens of Jericho, when he made fountains of that 
city loſe their ſaltneſs, and by his benediction changed 
their bitterneſs into ſweetneſs. Men fuffer not the 
women, I conjure you, to deprive ycu of the glory of 
defending, with more generofity than you, the relt- 
gion of Jeſus Chriſt.
